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RATINGS 
ANALYSIS 


This column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans 


Disputing the undisputed? As if the race for 
major titles and championships in wrestling wasn't 
confusing enough, another championship has been 
added to the roster. 

A tournament to deter- 
mine the “undisputed 
world heavyweight cham- 
pion,” sponsored by 
Southwest Championship 
Wrestling, was held on 
May 21 at The Summit in 
Houston. But only eight 
wrestlers participated in 
the tournament. Of those 
eight, seven wrestle regu- 
larly in the Southwest 
area; the eighth man was former NWA champion 
Terry Funk. 

It is important to point out that Southwest Cham- 
pionship Wrestling sent invitations to all the major 
champions in wrestling to participate in the tourna- 
ment. Lou Thesz, the commissioner of SCW, properly 
characterized the tournament as “an idea whose time 
has come.” Unfortunately, the lack of attendance on 
the part of many major world class contenders 
makes the tournament an idea that did not fulfill the 
expectations that many people had for the occasion. 

Our dilemma: How do we rate the winner of the 
tournament, Adrian Adonis? Granted, he had to 
wrestle three grueling matches in order to capture 
the belt, and he defeated three very capable and 
experienced wrestlers: Bruiser Bob Sweetan, Wahoo 
McDaniel, and Bob Orton Jr.

Nevertheless, we feel it is inappropriate at this 
particular time to automatically elevate Adrian Ado- 
nis’ title to the level of Ric Flair's NWA World title 
and Nick Bockwinkel’s AWA World title. Adonis’ title 
has been in existence only a few months. The NWA 
has been in existence for nearly 80 years. The AWA 
championship, in existence since the late 1950s, is 
the only other world title we recognize, The WWF, 
which was formed in 1963, is recognized as the 
largest regional title in the world, something more 
than the Mid-Atlantic title, but less than the NWA 
World belt. 

On the other hand, it is important that we do not 
completely ignore this new championship. Therefore, 
you will notice that Adrian Adonis is rated number 
one in the Southwest Championship Wrestling cate- 
gory, occupying the space formerly held by the 
Southwest champion, Bruiser Bob Sweetan. The 
Southwest champion will now be rated in the num- 
ber two spot. 

Will we recognize this new championship to a 
greater degree in the future? That depends. Will 
Adonis, or the man who eventually dethrones Ado- 
nis, defend the belt against true world-class opposi- 
tion around the world? Will he be willing to defend 
against rulebreakers and scientific wrestlers? Will he 
bring a sense of dignity and respect to the title that 
will virtually demand that the championship be rec- 
ognized as important? 

Most of all, what do the experts—the wrestling 
fans of the world—think about this new title? That is 
the most important criterion of all. We welcome your 
comments, in care of this magazine. C

But he does not like it when 
unethical tricks and tactics are used on 
him. Usually, he can handle even those 
situations. However, Andre is also a 
very proud man. He doesn’t like to be 
assisted by others if he feels he can 
accomplish something on his own. 
On the other hand, Sheik knows no 
limitations of honor, He feels any 
tactic is permissible, as long as it allows 
him to win. One would have to search 


far and wide to find a man more 
reprehensible than Sheik. 

Of course, Sheik’s reputation is 
known everywhere he goes. And 
Andre the Giant was well aware of 
what kind of tactics The Sheik likes to 
use against opponents. And though 
the thought of what Sheik does 
displeases Andre, it did not prevent 
him from agreeing to wrestle the 
notorious grappler. After all, Andre 
didn’t hate Sheik; he just did not 
approve of his methods. 


Andre was not afraid as he entered 
the arena. He honestly believed he 
could handle Sheik by following the 
rules. But Sheik ‘knows no rules. He 
was not going to follow Andre’s game- 
plan.

We 
bought each other drinks until 4 
a.m. Then we bought each other 
breakfast, and then lunch and din- 


ner, and we’ve been hanging out 
ever since.”

“He might not be to swift to 
talk to,” Valiant said, pointing to 
Bugsy with his thumb, ‘‘but he’s a 
good man, good to have around.

supposed to be in charge here! 
Do something!” 

The referee wasn’t quite sure 
what was happening. He didn’t 
know about the legality of 
headgear, but he did not want to 
take orders from wrestlers. He 
motioned Mulligan back to his 
corner, threatening to 
disqualify the grappler if he 
disobeyed. Then he turned his 
attention to Duncum. 

“What the hell are you 
wearing?” 

“A headguard,” Duncum 
replied evenly. 

“I know what the hell it is. 
Why are you wearing it?” 


“Section 13.75, official 
“rulebook.” 

The referee knew what 
Duncum had cited. “IN case of 
danger of head injury,” the rule 
states, “a wrestler may ‘wear a 
headguard in any non-title 
match.” This rule was put into 
effect to protect wrestlers 
who'd suffered concussions but 
chose to wrestle a few weeks 
later. It was not meant to protect 
wrestlers from Mulligan’s 
legendary brainclaw. Duncum 
could legally interpret the rule 
to neutralize Mulligan’s most 
effective weapon. There was 
nothing the referee could do.

purely by accident. The two 
battled with a ferocity that left 
the spectators stunned. The 
ambulance attendants started 
to unload the stretcher. They 
figured to be needed at any 
minute. It was that kind 
of match. 

As it happened, by some 
miracle, the stretcher wasn't 
needed. The referee grew tired of 
constantly warning the pair 
about illegal tactics. He dis- 
qualified them both, adding, “| 
wish | could do more. This was 
the most disgraceful match I’ve 
ever seen.” 

Mulligan was enraged, 
although not over the referee’s 
statement. Instead, he glared at 
Duncum, still sporting the 
headgear. All through the 
match, Mulligan had tried to 
tear it off, though at times it 
appeared he was trying to tear 
Duncum’s head off his 
shoulders. As the pair was 
leaving, Mulligan once again 
tried to remove the headguard. 
The referee threatened him with 
suspension if he got within five 
feet of Duncum. 

As things turned out, 
Mulligan might have been 
happier with the suspension. 
Back in his dressing room, 
Duncum crowed of his success. 

“See what | did?” he 
demanded. “| turned Mulligan 
into a prelim bum! Without his 
brainclaw, he’s nothing. | 
coulda beat him any time 
during the match, but | wanted 
to stretch it out, humiliate him.

The welts on his upper back and 
the back of his shoulders were just 
beginning to heal. 

“The neck? Killer Brooks did 
that,” Atlas said. ‘“‘He just kept 
rubbing his boot laces up and 
down my neck. Man, did it burn. 
[Buzz] Sawyer is responsible for my 
back. He had something in his

hand. A piece of chain, some sorta 
metal thing? I don’t know. But I 
know he couldn’t have raised that 
swelling by himself. 

“‘They all helped with the ribs, 
man. It was like they were having a 
party, I swear. They knew exactly 
what they were doing. They had it. 
planned. [Larry] Zbyszko was the 
ringleader. He barked out the or- 
ders. ‘Jump on his head! Kick him! 
‘Kneedrop him!’ Brooks and Saw- 
yer were following his orders like 
West Point cadets, man. I was 
their own personal trampoline.” 

Indeed, the same episode re- 
peated itself several times. Atlas 
had secured a series of opportuni- 
ties to wrestle for Ric Flair’s NWA 
World title. Each match ended with 
the trio of Zbyszko, Brooks, and 
Sawyer rushing the ring just as At- 
las was taking command of the 
match. Atlas had no hope of re- 
maining unscathed in this three-on- 
one battle. Interestingly enough, 


Ric Flair has not remained NWA World champion for almost 
two years by playing by the rules. He will do anything to 
keep the jewel-studded belt around his waist, including 
knocking out referees and throwing his opponents over the 
top rope. No one, however, ever expected Flair to hire three 
men to destroy his top challenger

Flair left the scene each time the 
threesome interfered. 

“Yeah, Flair would just head out 
the second they would come in the 
ring,’’ Atlas said. “‘When you pay 
someone to do a job, you don’t 
stick around to help them out.’’ 

Payment? Was Atlas claiming 
that Flair had paid the three men 
to interfere in the match? 

“You bet he did!’’ Atlas stated 
without hesitation. “‘Look. First he 
doesn’t want to wrestle me at all, 
right? And then he agrees to wres- 
tle me, but not for the title. So I 
wrestle him in a non-title match. 
He announced that if I was able to 
pin him, he would give me a title 
shot. So he hits the referee and gets 
himself disqualified, just as I’m 
about to beat him.” 

After that match, Flair was or- 
dered to put the title on the line 
against Atlas by NWA President 
Bob Geigel. ‘“‘Mr. Geigel knew I 
was the top contender,’’ Atlas said. 
“He saw a tape of that non-title

match. I had him beat. The fans 
new it, I knew it, Flair knew it, 
and Geigel knew it. I was the top 
challenger. I proved it. So he made 
Flair put up the belt.” 

Geigel had a surprise in store for 
the champion, however. The ref- 
eree for the match was former 
heavyweight boxing contender 
Eamie Shavers. “Flair wasn’t 
gonna be able to knock this referee 
out with one punch,” Atlas contin- 
ued. ‘“‘Not Earnie Shavers. If Flair 
tried anything, Shavers would be 
able to handle him. 

“Tll never forget seeing him 
fight Jimmy Ellis in Madison 
Square Garden,”’ Atlas reminisced. 
“Tt was the first round. Ellis was 
pounding him against the ropes. 
You could see Shavers’ legs getting 
rubbery. But then—it was like out 
of nowhere—Shavers throws a des- 
peration right uppercut, and Ellis 
goes down like a bag of rocks. It 
was out of nowhere. I’d like to see 
Flair take a shot at this guy.”

needed help to retain his title.

With that avenue of escape cut off 
from him, the champion took an- 
other route, according to Atlas. 
Just as it looked like Atlas might 
take the NWA title from Flair, 


Sawyer, Zbyszko, and Brooks 
rushed the ring and attacked Atlas 
from behind. They continued the 
triple-teaming effort as Flair left the 
ring. 

The trio continued to trouble At- 
las, interfering in title matches until 
Atlas was no longer a threat to 
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Flair’s title: Atlas is temporarily out 
of action as a result of the abuse 
he took at their hands. 

“Td like to get a look at Flair’s 
checkbook,”’ Tony said. ‘‘I’d like 
to see how much he’s paying them 
for what they’re doing. I figure the 
NWA World championship is 
worth a few hundred thousand 
bucks a year. If they hadn’t come 
into the ring, I would be cham- 
pion. I hope they got at least 25 
grand each, man. If they didn’t, 
they got ripped off.” 


A secondary effect of these at- 
tacks is that Atlas’ injuries forced 
his withdrawal from the National 
heavyweight championship tourna- 
ment, eventually won by Zbyszko. 
Could that have been the motivat- 
ing force behind the trio’s actions? 

“‘That was just gravy for them,” 
Atlas said. ‘‘Just gravy.” 

Sports Review Wrestling Annual 
contacted Ric Flair to find out if a 
business transaction did take place 
between himself and the three wres- 
tlers, Brooks, Sawyer, and 
Zbyszko. 

“Look at my checkbook?” Flair 
said astoundedly. “‘Which one? I’m 
not just Ric Flair, I’m a corpora- 
tion. I have accounts all over the 
world. I have a number of check- 
ing accounts. I have one that I use 
only to order those Slim Whitman 
albums they sell on TV. 

*‘So Tony Atlas thinks I’m pay- 
ing people to fight my wars. He 
just can’t accept the fact that he 
isn’t good enough to beat me. I 
wish someone would just sit down 
with him once and teach him how 
to take defeat like a man. He cer- 
tainly looks the part. Now if he 
could only learn how to act it.’

The Los Angeles 
fans, as much as they love Dos and want him to stay, feel it is more important that he 


expand his career on the road. 


Dos Caras is very proud of the 
way he has conducted his career. 
He has managed to avoid the easy 
seduction of big paydays. He has 
always been true to his deep-rooted 
morals and principles. He has 
always done what he believes is 
best for professional wrestling. 

But he must decide whether 
accepting offers in other territories 
is best for him. And if by advancing 
his own career, he will be turning 


his back on those who have 
supported him throughout 
the years. 

“My fans are very, very 


important to me,” said Dos. “I owe 
so much to them. All these years 
they have backed me and loved me 
and been my best friends. 


Whenever things got tough, they 
never let me down.
